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SUMMER  ENROLLMENT 
TOPS  RECORD 

A  new  record  for  summer 
school  enrollment  was  established 
this  year  "when  1462  undergradu- 
ate and  541  graduate  students 
brought  the  total  to  2,003. 

During  the  past  twelve  months, 
521  degrees  and  12  diplomas  were 
conferred.  There  were  431  Bach- 
elor's degrees  and  90  Master's  de- 
grees. The  12  diplomas  were 
three-year   Nursing   Diplomas. 
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New   Lights,   Extra  Seats  for  Stadium 


An  entirely  new  lighting  system 
has  been  provided  for  the  Demon 
Stadium  this  summer,  together 
with  an  additional  1,000  to  1,200 
seats. 

The  new  lights  have  been  mount- 
ed on  poles  behind  the  stadium 
seats  and  are  at  a  higher  elevation 
than  the  original  lights.  The  re- 
moval of  the  light  poles  from  in 
front  of  the  spectators  has  im- 
proved the  view  of  the  field.  In 
addition,  the  new  lights  give  more 
brilliant  illumination  on  the  play- 
ing field.  Pictured  at  the  left  is 
one  of  the  light  poles  being  raised 
into  position  by  a  large  crane. 
With  the  new  system,  the  illumi- 
nation is  about  four  times  greater 
than  that  of  the  former  system. 

New  seats,  to  take  care  of  ap- 
proximately 1,200  persons,  have 
been  erected  on  the  east  side  of 
the  football  field.  These  addi- 
tional seats,  pictured,  above,  are  of 
steel  construction  built  upon  a 
solid  concrete  base.  They  are  sit- 
uated so  that  others  may  be  added 
as  needed,  or  rather  when  funds 
can  be  found  to  make  the  neces- 
sary additions. 

Present  plans  call  for  seating 
the  band  and  the  cheering  section 
on  the  east  side,  at  least  the  fresh- 
man students,  since  it  would  be 
impossible  to  seat  all  students  on 
that    side.

The  Northwestern  Demons,  co- 
champions  of  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence, opened  their  football  season 
with  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  Lum- 
berjacks in  Shreveport  at  the  State 
Fair  grounds  on  September  12.
